and the sky has been overcast since 9 
o'clock this morning. R«ports to the 
board of health show tho development 
of 713 frosh coses and 207 deaths. This 
l» 11 decrease since yesterday of ninety- 
seven In the number of cases developed 
nnd of forty-three In the number of 
deaths. 
The people of the olty feel no 


encouragement, however, to expect 
on this account the Immediate abate- 
ment of the disease. So many hopes 
have been raised toy official announce- 
ments In tho last week, only 
to bo 


shattered within tbo nojit twenty-four 
hours, that confidence la entirely gone. 
Tho panic seems to have complete pos- 
session ol the city. Everybody who 
can Is leaving or preparing to leave. 
Several

hotels 
contemplate 
closing 
their 


houses should tho 
plairue 
lie 
at 


Its present height on Sunday. 
Shops 


are closing by tho score, oHhor because 
ohoU'rn. has appeared among the em- 
ployes, or because the proprietors havo 
fiMtrnt to remain In town to conduct 
thnlr business. No accurate estimate 
of the numbers leaving the city dally Is 
t<i bn had, but they am now well up in 
tho thousand*. Railways running to 
r.uohock, nonstock and other seaside 
towns rvro crowded at all hours, al- 
though extra cars havo been attached 
to all ol them. 


In most of tho loss-frequented streets 


n person may walk half n mill' without 
mi-ntlng half a doien persons, and In 
several streets whoro all truffle has 
boon forbidden, tho silence and bare- 
ness of tho streets can only bo Im- 
agined. 


At almost every turn hearses or dead 


wagons arc mot, yet tho burials do not 
hoop pace with the deaths. It Is said 
that In the whole city at least 850 
brnlU'B, which should havo been in- 
terred lint night, still await burial. An 
extraordinary effort was made to-day 
to remedy the perilous condition of 
affairs, and 305 burials havo been made 
KgMnst 280 yesterday; but tho Increase 
of mortality, as the result of bud 
weather yesterday and last night, has 
counter-balanced the exertions of the 
authorities. 


Tho physicians of the olty arc terri- 


bly overworked, and many have boon 
obliged to give up their dutlos tempo- 
rarily that they may rest. Thoso at- 
tached to tho health board aro com- 
pletely exhausted, and to-day tho board 
Issued a call for 180 more to -oliovo tho 
prusent force, whli'h has worked stead- 
ily day and night for tho last week. 
The government Is said to be threat- 
ened with difficulty In handling tho 
mulls, as several oVrlra and postmon 
havo developed symptoms of the chol- 
ora to-day, and a panic seems imminent 
among them. 


Tho most -omarkablo change that 


ban over come over the city Is remarked 
at the docks nlong tho harbor. All tho 
excursion steamers and small pleasure 
craft lio Idle and deserted. The sailing 
craft which touch hore irregularly and 
line tho water front with their spars 
are almost totally larking. Only a few 
of tho large steamships which run to 
ports along the Herman coast continue 
uninterrupted In their trade 
The 


dockers havo little or no employment 
and most of them have no money for 
lliolr families 
Should shipping not 


rovlvc within tho next week they and 
tholr families, will bo upon tho verge of 
starvation. 


In the suburbs llarnbreck nnd Roth- 


cnbcrgdorf, whoro tho largest number 
of cuses has boon reported to-day, tho 
poorer families aro suffering for many 
necessaries of life, In consequence of 
lack of work for tho men, and tho clos- | 
Ing of shops where they havo boon ac- 
customed to trading on credit Tho 
Altina authorities havo ordered 500 
bods at tho Appondorf hospital. 


The dlrootor of tho Lohnnmoller-1 


street hospital was stricken with tho 
cholera late this afternoon, and an 
hour later two physicians of his staff 
succumbed to tho disease. Many post- 
nipn aro reported to bo ill of cholera. 


The report tor tha day for Altona 


shows that there have bcon flfty-ono 
fresh cases and twenty-two deaths. In 
l.uebrook forty-one fresh oases wore 
discovered to-day. Nuws has boon re- 
ceived from Kiel that tho smallpox has 
broken nut there, and that fifteen pa- 
tients are already In tho hospital.

President Harrison at the Home ot 
Whitelaw B«ld-Oth»r Dlitln- 


gnlahed Visitors. 


WHITE Puma, N. Y., Sept I.— 


President Harrison spent a busy day as 
the guest of his political running mate. 
He arrived in White Plains shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock this morning over the 
Harlem branch of the New York Cen- 
tral road. He left Loon Lake yesterday 
afternoon In company with Private Sec- 
retary llalford and Executive Clerk 
Tlbbott, and was Joined at Mott Haven 
thla morning by Russell B. Harrison. 


Several hundred persons were gath- 


ered at the little station here when the 
president's special came to a halt 
Foremost in the gathering were Mr. 
Reid and Chairman Carter, of the re- 
publican 
national committee. 
Mr. 


Bold grasped the president's hand 
heartily as the latter alighted from tho 
car platform and the two groat leaders 
of tholr party smiled and beamed and 
passed the compliments of the day for 
a few minutes. 
The greetings over, Mr. Harrison en 


tercd Mr. Reid's private carriage and 
the party started off for Oplur farm, 
Mr. Hold's country place, three miles 
distant 
Some one in the crowd called 


for three cheers for Harrison and Reid, 
and a vigorous response caused the two 
leaders to doff their hats to the as- 
semblage. 


Followed by a string of carriages, 


containing newspaper men and others, 
tho presidential party, Including Mr. 
Carter, were driven to Ophlr Farm. 


Then commenced the president's busy 


day. 
He hod o short talk with Mr. 


Carter and tho latter left early, promis- 
ing to return to dinner in tho evening, 
at the invitation of Mr Reid. Mr. 
Carter went to New York. Chairman 
liloom field and Treasurer Thomas of 
tho republican campaign committee, 
and Chairman Hockctt of tho state ex- 
ecutive committee were early callers. 


Senator Aldrich, of Rl.odo Island, was 


als» an early caller. He came at tho 
invitation of tho president. Tho pres- 
ident explained to Mr. Aldrich that ho 
wished to consult him regarding his 
letter of acceptance, particularly with 
regard to the tariff views expressed in 
it. In the presence of Mr Reid and 
Senator Aldrich the president read so 
much of the letter as ho had completed, 
and Mr Aldrich made several valuable 
suggestions, which will probably be 
adopted. The letter will contain about 
11,000 words and will probably be com- 
pleted in time to give it ont for publi- 
cation in the papers on Monday morn- 
ing]ly far the most Important visitor at 
Ophir Farm during tho day, and the 
only one to whose call any groat polit- 
ical significance is attached, was Thos. 
C. I'latt. lie came early and remained 
late. 
He was closeted with the presi- 


dent for n long time. While no one 
would bo father to tho statement, there 
was a woll-doflnod report, practically 
sanctioned by several of the political 
chiefs who \vero at Ophir Farm yester- 
day, that Mr. Vlatt and tho president 
had decided to bury tho hatchut, and 
that during tho campaign Mr. Platt 
would assist tho party in every way 
towards securing tho election of Harri- 
son.Mr. I'latt and Senator Aldrich took 
luncheon at Ophir Farm. Those who 
sat at tho table besides these two and 
tho president and Mr. Reid, were Mrs.

PlTTSBt'iiGH, Pa., Sept. 1.—John Wip- 


pel and John Nelson were arrested In 
Homestead yesterday morning and 
brought to Pittsburgh, charged by the 
Carnegie company with riot. 'Logether 
with T. F. Gibson, previously hold on 
the same charge, they were given a 
hearing before Alderman McMasters 
yesterday afternoon. R. H. Tyler and 
Joseph Knippe, Pintiorton detectives, 
were placed on the witness stand, and 
caused consternation to the defense by 
•producing thalr working cards, luued 
to them by the Duquesno lodge of 
the Amalgamated 
association, into 


which they hod been initiate^ a 
short time before tho strike. 
Tho 


cards gave them entrance to all gath- 
erings of the workingmen. The Plnk- 
ertons testified that a short time before 
the riots at Duquesne, they attended a 
meeting at which a resolution, warmly 
supported by the defendants, was pre- 
sented. It provided that the men or- 
ganize themselves in squads, guard tho 
mill, so that no one should be allowed 
to enter, and to keep nonunion men 
out. 
Wlppel and Nelson were sent 


back to jail, but Gibson furnished tho 
necessary bail for court.

, Sept. 1.—The actual ar- 


rival of Asiatic cholera at the port of 
New York has brought to the front the 
question of suspending immigration to 
this country altogether during the pre- 
valence of oholora In tho eastern hem- 
isphere. It is admitted that such a 
measure would bo justified only by tho 
roost pressing danger, but this danger, 
in the opinion of some high officials, is 
at hand. • Government officers are ran- 
suoking records and reading up on for- 
mer scourges. 


Assistant Seeratary Spanlding, who 


has immediate control of the matter, 
was yesterday afternoon found deeply 
immersed in a history of the smallpox 
epidemic in 1685. "All the machinery 
of the government is at work on this 
cholera business," ho Bald, "and all tho 
precautions taken in 1885 have already 
bean taken by us." 


Continuing, Mr. Spaulding said that 


under existing quarantine laws such 
restrictions could be imposed that 
would practically suspend immigra- 
tion, but ho would not say that such 
action was immediately contemplated. 


An eminent law officers ot the gov- 


ernment, who has given the subject 
much thought, said that in hia opinion 
the president had tho power to sus- 
pend all Immigration If, In hi» judg- 
ment, deemed necessary for tho public 
welfare, while the scourge livstqd. This 
opinion is entertained by others. 


Senator Cullotn does not see any ne- 


cessity for colling a special session of 
congress to attain this end. lie says; 
"If the health officers of the country 
do their duty—and they seem to be 
vigilant—we can keep the cholera out. 
Should there bo promise of a jfreat 
prevalence we might be competed to 
resort to heroic measures, but I foil to 
sec any reason why we should do so at 
this time. Our officials have ample 
power to quarantine passengers and to 
prohibit the landing of suspicious car- 
goes. 
Every day's news nccms to add to tho 


gravity of 'the situation and to suggest 
new and far-reaching consequences. 


Tho question 
of postponing 
the 


World's (air is now being disoused. It 
is pointed ont by treasury officials that 
moat of the exhibits will necessarily 
como from cholera-infooted countries, 
and that the fair would consequently 
serve as a great propagating garden for 
the dissemination of thcdisease. Then, 
too, it is urged that the practical re- 
moval of all tho customary restrictions 
for importations of goods intended for 
the World's fair would make such im- 
portations doubly dangerous as dlseasc- 
broerters.

The Rev. Robert Stephens, pastor ot 


tbeM.E. church at Farmer City, for- 
merly ot Gibson, is one ot the most elo- 
quent as well as sincere and earnest 
clergymen in oenttal Illinois. He is an 
Englishman by birth and lived in En- 
gland until he became a man. 
He 


leamed the trade of shipbuilder in Corn- 
wall, where bisafatber worked tor forty- 
five years at his trada 88 a stone mason' 
Mr. Stephens admires bis native oountry 
for many things, but is very much op- 
posed to the importation of English free 
trade ideas to this country. He says 
that his father was an honeet, industri- 
ous, h.ird-worhing and God-baring man, 
with no bad hub-its; yet when be came to 
die bs family there could not raise 
money enough to pay the funeral ex- 
penses. His father, a skilled workman: 
earned only about 60 cents per day, and 
in common with every laboring man 
workod hard fer tho bare necessities of 
life, with no thought ot ever being able 
to lay by B penny. The two sons in 
this oonntry had to forward money to 
bury their dead father. 


A brother ot Mr. Stephens was a 


blacksmith in England, and was a skilled 
workman, but considered himself in great 
luok when he earned 916 per month, or 
50 cents per day. 
He finally succeeded 


in getting enough money ahead, by great 
economy, to get to tbia country and 
landed in New York without a cent. He 
soon had work at bis trade at 92.50 per 
day, nnd at tho end ot the first month 
sent 820 to his wife in England out ot 
his savings, being $5 more than he had 
earned in that length of time in his life. 
Mr. Stephens is cot a politician and 
does not talk politics, but having Buffered 
all ot his life from the tyranny of free 
trade, he cannot help but be deeply in 
love with the principles of protection.

This morning a atory reached Deoatar 


that u railway wreck near Montioello bad 
ouueetl the death and serious it jury of 
scores of people on the way to tho fair at 
Champaign and the Deoatnr taoee. 


Investigation resulted in learning that 


while there waa a damaging head-end 
oolliaion no livta were lost, and compara- 
tively few people were hurt, noue se- 
riously. 


The colliding trains were a special on 


the Havana branch of the Central road 
bound for Champaign, with 10 people on 
board, and the Decatur accommodation 
on the C. & H, branch bonnd tor Deoatnr> 
in charge of Conductor Ireland. 
It ap- 


pears that there was a confusion of 
orders or a dispute aa to which train had 
tue right of way, the special or the l)e- 
oatnr train. Conductor Ireland steamed 
out for Montioello coming west, and a 
mile from the town the oolliaion oc- 
curred. The greatest confusion ensued, 
and all on both trains believed that 
something worse than cholera was com- 
ing. The shook of the colliding engines 
was terrific. 
Both were badly broken 


and the baggage care in each tiuin were 
split and splintered. The firemen of the 
special and Mark Killeina of Bement, 
were severely bruised, but fortunately no 
one waa killed. All of the passengers 
were shaken np, and thrown about in 
the coaches, but aside from slight bruises 
and outa there was little to kick about, 
except the blunder of somebody to try to 
make two traina pass on the aame track. 


The track is blockaded and conse- 


quently people from Montioello and the 
northeast part of the county, who in- 
tended coming in on the C. ft H. train, 
will miaa the traces.
